Boise, Idaho, June 20.— The articles | 


denunciatory ol Frank Steunenberg 
and other figures of the labor wars of 
Idaho and Colorado published In tho 
Miners' Magazine, were today read to 
the jury that is trying William D. 
Haywood for murder. 
Judge Wood 


permitted the introduction of almost 
all of the articles offered by the state 
as showing the animus toward Steun- 
enberg of Haywood and the other 
leaders of the Western Federation of 
Miners and excluded all o£ the arti- 
cles' published after Steunenberg was 
killed. 
The most prominent of the articles 


read to the jury by Senator Borah 
was entitled "The Passing of Steun- 
enberg." It appears in the magazine 
issued for January, 1901. It begins: 


"On the tenth day of January, 1901, 


Frank Steunenberg, of Idaho, will 
sink into obscurity from public view, 
-where he shall 
forever lie burled 


damned for the outrages he commit 
ted on the -workingmen of the Coeur 
D'Alenes during 
the 
past twenty 


months." 


Continuing it says: 
"Four years ago when the president 


of the Western Federation of Miners 
helped make this monstrosity gov- 
ernor of Idaho, he said ho did not 
have $20 in cash, but four years later, 
In 1900, he was able to spend $4,000 to 
manipulate 'the democratic state con- 
vention."

>ubsequent to that date the court de- 
clared it had some doubt and would 
resolve that doubt in favor of the de- 
'endant. 


"The evidence in the case on trial,"

As in many incidents, especially in 


the case of tie smaller delegations, 
the same number will be assigned to 
two or more committees, it will bo 
necessary for the committees to as 
semble on different days. -The real 
work of the conference will be done 
in the committees.

GOLF GAME IS EXPENSIVE. 


Fifteen Million Ball* and Costs $25,- 


000,000 Every Year In England. 
There are now about two thousand 


golf clubs in Great Britain and It is 
generally estimated that there arc 
about three hundred thousand play- 
ers. Probably 
more 
new 
courses 


were made in 1906 than in 1905 and 
money has been 
sunk in them by 


thousands of pounds at a time. While 
expenditure has been on a grand scale 
so have receipts. In th& summer a 
leading club with famous south coast 
links took In 200 new members, get- 
ting 3,000. guineas from them in en- 
trance fees and making them liable to 
It for 600 guineas in annual subscrip- 
tions. One club! Another club took 
£60 in green fees from visitors In 
three days and another drew £600 in 
the same way in August alone. So far 
as can be estimated it is believed that 
20,000 people who were previously 
non-golfers were 
converted 
to the 


game in 1906. What with 'entrance 
fees and subscriptions and outlay on 
materials the average new convert 
finds his initiation costs .him £10.

In the following letter Consul F. W. 


Mahln describes the success attained 
In the disposition of waste in a 
British city: 


Ashes, kitchen scraps and house 


refuse generally In Nottingham are 
placed in metal barrels or larger re- 
ceptacles 'at the rear of the premises 
and removed weekly by city employes. 
The total weight of this refuse is 
about 1,500 tons a week. "It is burned 
in two city refuse destructors. 
This 


requires no other fuel except a trifle 
for starting the fire on Mondays and 
enough steam is produced by the de- 
structors to provide electricity for a 
third of the needs of the tramway 
system. Some of the electricity is 
also used for lighting puposes. Only 
tin cans and the like are separated 
from the refuse and sold. All the 'rest 
Is destroyed. 


The city owns two destructors, cost- 


ing, respectively, §38,932 and $102,196. 
The more expensive one is equipped 
with electric machinery .costing $12,- 
1G6, 
connected with the 
tramway 


lines. 
The cost of wages and otner 


expenses of the destructors averages 
about 35 cents a ton of refuse burn- 
ed. The average quantity of electric 
units produced is 
44.23 per 
ton. 


Though 
the 
system 
of 
coverting 


refuse into electricity works admir- 
ably here and is a saving to the tax- 
payers, it is stated that only 40 other 
towns in the country use anything 
similar. 


Besides electricity the Nottingham 


corporation produces from the house 
refuse more street paving stones than 
it can use. 
A plant connected with 


the main destructor mixes the clink- 
ers with cement and places the compo- 
sition under hydraulic pressure. The 
product is said to be even harder than 
stone and can be used for building 
purposes as well as street paving. 
The operation, being new, is still 
somewhat experimental, but. the en- 
gineer In charge says the product win 
wear longer than the paving stones 
commonly used, while costing the city 
less than half as much. Another de- 
structor, larger than either of the two 
now operating, is contemplated by the 
city authorities. 


The 
sewage of 
Nottingham 
is 


spread upon a farm of 1,894 acres 
about five miles from the city. The 
land, having r. gravelly subsoil, is 
well-suited to filtration. About 10,000.- 
000 gallons of sewage are run upon 
the 
farm every twenty-tour hours. 


The total annual expense of the farm' 
is about SSO.OOO. 
The total Income 


from the farm amounts to substan- 
tially the same.

Curious Observance of a Boys' Holi- 


day in Mikado's Empire. 


Long before the arrival of the day 


shops are gay with ail kinds of tempt- 
ing toys and, banners, while in every 
yard and in front of the bouses long 
bamboo poles are set up. When tha 
day arrives the boys tie their paper 
fishes, flags and streamers to the rope 
hanging from the top of the pole and 
pull them up. These paper fishes are 
made hollow so that the breeze may 
pass through the wide opening of the 
mouth and inflate the body, making it 
round like a real fish. The paper Is 
painted either red or black to repre- 
sent red or black carp. 
The fishes 


are of different sizes, ranging from a 
foot to three or four four yards long. 


Some of the bamboo poles have as 


many fishes on them as there are boys 
in the house; often each fish repre- 
sents one of the boys of the family. 


When there is a strong spring 


breeze, the air entering through the 
mouth inflates tho bodies of the fish- 
es, swings them from side to side, and 
makes them flap their tails, so that 
they look as if they are ia their own 
element—are swiming in a stream. It 
is a pretty sight to see from a house- 
top a great number of them floating la 
the air all over the city. To other 
bamboo poles flags are attached, and 
:hese have pictures of warriors and 
heroes 
in Japanese 
history 
and 


legends painted on them.—The Circle.
